“The Russian Treaty 
Although the treaty bet between Russia aud tho , 


ceded to the latter all of her immese porses- 
sions on the Northwest coast of the continent, 
seemed to hang fire in the Senate for a few 
Galys, it has been finally ratified by that body, 
with certain amendments.

vided for the payment by the United States 
of seven millions, but our Government as- 
sumed certain liabilities hich it appears 
wete obligatory on Russia. Knowing how 
easily and how rapidly claims against Gov- 
ernment accumulate and magnify, the Senate 
very wisely hesitated to assume such indefi- 
nite responsibility. A short conference be- 
tween the Russian Miuister at Washington 
and Secretary Seward, however, soon made 
ii apparent that these claims, whatever they 
were, only amounted to about $250,000. So 
the Senate, to make « clean business of it, 
added that sum to the price paid, and left 
Russia to settle with her own subjects, or
